For  the  Year  1787, 


? the  numerous  diftempers,  and  confe- 
quent  infirmities,  humanity  is  heir  to, 
there  are  none  more  frequent,  or  fatal, 
than  thofe  which  originate  from  the 
baneful  fource  of  Contagion.  To 
determine  the  fpecific  nature,  with  the 
communication  and  diffufion  of  fuch 
affections,  muft  be  ever  accounted  fubjedts  of  not  lefs  dif- 
ficult inveftigation  than  falutary  importance,  to  the  in- 
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terefts  of  the  community  : — It  will,  however,  here  be 
lolely  eligible  to  briefly  trace  their  rife  and  progrefs,  in 
the  operation  and  effedts  of  thofe  epidemics  by  which  the 
General  Health  of  the  Objects  of  this  Charity  has  been  oc- 
cafionally,  and  powerfully,  interrupted.  The  principal 
one  of  three  preceding  years.  Nervous  Fever,  though 
it  became  gradually  and  fenfibly  more  mild  and  tranlient, 
was,  with  great  difficulty,  totally  eradicated  from  confined 
and  populous  fituations.  In  thefe,  as  well  as  moft  other 
inftances,  it  was  obvious  that  the  concurrence  of  certain 
relaxing  and  debilitating  caufes  were  requifite  to  the  in- 
ftant  and  potent  excitement  of  difeafe  : hence  the  in- 
fluence of  cold,  fatigue,  fear,  or  efpecially  anxiety  for  the 
fate  of  relatives  or  friends,  always  rendered  the  fyftem  more 
fufceptible  of  it.  Agreeably  to  the  united  fentiment  of 
practitioners,  we  alfo  rarely  found  contagion  operate  with 
peculiar  virulency,  or  extend  its  deftrudtive  malignancy  to 
any  confiderable  diftance  ; the  patients  themfelves,  or  the 
cloaths  replete  with  the  contaminated  effluvia,  being  beft 
qualified  to  convey  the  infedtion.  Several  cafes  of 
Dysentery,  Measles,  and  Hooping  Cough,  have 
been  admitted,  but  continued  fo  remarkably  favourable  as 
to  feldom  demand  any  medical  attention. — The  Small 
Pox  were  accidentally  brought  over  from  Ireland,  in  the 
month  of  October,  and  notwithstanding  the  contagion  took 
place  in  a clofe,  well  inhabited  part  of  the  town,  and  af- 
fumed  every  appearance  of  malignancy  and  impending 
hazard,  its  pernicious  confequences,  and  further  difper- 
fion,  have  been  happily  prevented. — A few  intimations 
may  be  next  properly  adduced  relative  to  the  character, 

influence,. 
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influence,  andeffedts  of  Scarlet  Fever,  a late  alarming 
epidemic  of  this  country.  Every  endeavour  to  mitigate 
the  violence,  and  interrupt  the  communication  of  this 
diftemper,  will  be  neceftarily  excited  by  the  confideration 
of  that  imminent  and  immediate  danger  which  too  oft  un- 
avoidably accompanies  it.  Among!!  the  poor,  this  con- 
tagion firft  appeared  in  the  month  of  June  laft ; but  did  not 
rage  with  Angular  activity  till  the  latter  end  of  Summer, 
or  beginning  of  Autumn.  At  thefe  periods,  and  during 
the  Winter,  when  limited  to  any  particular,  contracted 
fituation,  the  frequency  of  the  difeafe  was  always  perceiv- 
ed to  aggravate  the  virulency,  and  increafe  the  fatality  of 
it.  Confined,  in  a great  meafure,  to  young  perlons, 
efpecially  children,  it  has  very  generally  exprefled  an  in- 
flammatory tendency.  On  the  contrary,  in  certain  perilous 
cafes,  its  fymptoms  were  found  to  rapidly  degenerate  into 
an  highly  malignant  and  putrid  malady ; the  brain,  fto- 
mach,  or  bowels  being  principally  affeCted.  The  eflen- 
tial  circumftances  of  this  fever,  though  fometimes  con- 
fiderably  diverfified  in  their  combination  and  occurrence, 
were  for  the  moft  part  fteady  and  uniform  : one  univerfal 
florid  fuflfufion  occupying  the  furface  of  the  body,  attend- 
ed with  an  acute  degree  of  fever,  and  a powerful  affetftion 
of  the  throat.  This  laft  fymptom  frequently  announced 
the  difeafe,  thofe  of  fever  foon  after  acceded;  whilft  the 
eruption,  which,  in  contraft  with  the  fmall  pox  or 
meafles,  was  leaft  abundant  upon  the  face,  did  not  obtain 
before  the  third  or  fourth  day.  The  early  and  copious 
appearance  of  which,  with  the  mild  and  governable  ftate 
of  the  primary  complaints,  became  always  obvious  and

unerring  indications  of  a very  propitious  event.  The 
duration  of  this  difeafe  feldom  exceeded  fix  days,  and  its 
dangerous  terminations,  when  further  protracted,  were  the 
ufual  confequences  of  general  or  partial  debility  ; dropfl- 
cal  or  fcrophulous  tumours  forming  in  different  parts  of 
the  body.  With  regard  to  this,  and  every  other  fpecies 
of  contagious  diforder,  we  are  happy  in  reftoring  the  pub- 
lic tranquillity  by  the  certain  affurance,  that  this  town  and 
neighbourhood  have  been  many  months  perfectly  free 
from  their  influence.  The  Rate  of  the  Winter,  more  open 
and  temperate  than  even  that  of  the  preceding  year,  induced 
few,  and  thofe  neither  powerful  nor  permanent,  chronic 
affeCtions.  Inflammatory  and  catarrhal  complaints  (fo 
efpecially  relying  upon  a viciflitude  of  weather  to  which 
in  this  climate  we  are  Angularly  expofed)  in  confequence 
rarely  and  mildly  prevailed.  Several  perfons,  however, 
with  whom  an  almoft  habitual  tendency  to  afthmatic  and 
rheumatic  diforders  was  connected  with  age  and  infirmity, 
fuffered  at  this  feafon  their  accidental  and  violent  recur- 
rence. To  thefe,  the  proper  medical  cafes,  may  be  added  a 
numerous  train  of  Surgical  and  Midwifes  y patients ; 
many  of  whom  obtained  every  requiflte  afliftance  in  cir- 
cumftances  of  diftrefsful  folicitude  and  danger. 

Relative  to  the  fubjeCt  of  Suspended  Animation, 
which  has,  in  the  metropolis  of  this  kingdom,  defervedly 
engaged  the  attention,  and  acquired  the  fupport  of  the 
ingenious  and  the  opulent,  we  are  frequently  receiving 
very  inftruCtive  information.  To  the  fagaciousREGi  ster 
of  a Society,  more  immediately  interefled  in  the  difplay 
and  arrangement  of  each  fpecuiative  doCtrine  or  practical 
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application,  we  remain  indebted  for  this  Tejl  of  Philan- 
thropy, and  alfo  for  refpeCtfully,  and  repeatedly,  introdu- 
cing this  neceflary  appendage  of  our  Charity  into  the 
Biennial  Reports  of  that  moft  excellent  inftitution.
